Columbus, O., Nov. f>.—"With almost 
complete returns in tonight, it is noted 
that tho Republican plurality beats ail 
records in what has become known as 
the quadrennial "off year,” and with 
two exceptions the records of other 
years. In tho 4 off years.” or those fol­ 
lowing a presidential election, ine Dem­ 
ocrats have carried Ohio, the excep­ 
tions being in 1881, after the death or 
Garfield, aud in ISSj and 180o, after 
the Cleveland elections. 
In two of 
those three exceptional years the presi­ 
dent was a Democrat, and those were 
considered “off years” for the Demo­ 
crats. 
With the single exception of 
Hoadley, in 3 883, the Democrats never 
elected a governor of Ohio in any other 
than an “off year” since tho Republican 
party was organized, and then they 
won on a local issue of liquor taxation.

IMPROVEMENT IN M AIL 


SERVICE RECOMMENDED.

Washington, Nov. 3.—The 
annual 
report of Second Assistant Postm aster 
General Shallenberger, made public to 
day, urges direct fast mail service be 
tween the Pacific coast and the orient 
the 
re-establishment 
of 
pneumatic 
tube .ser v ic e generally, and the eloser 
separation of city mall by postal clerks 
on railway trains rather than by clerks 
of the mailing division after its arri 
val in the general postofflce. 
Under 
the last named proposition the entire 
force engaged in distributing the mail 
ready for the carriers would be under 
one management, and congestion in a 
postoffice could be overcome by the 
temporary detail of railway mail clerks 
off duty.. The city distribution in pos­ 
tal cars has been assumed entirely by 
the railway mail service, supplanting 
the former practice of having clerks 
from the city postofflce go out some 
distance on the road to meet incoming 
trains. Constant demands are now be­ 
ing made for still closer separation by 
having the railway mail clerk or super­ 
intendent’ in charge take the outgoing 
mall from the public and see that it is 
expeditiously dispatched, and also de­ 
liver the incoming mail properly made 
up for the carriers. 


Mr. Shallenberger suggests for the 
present a test of the practical opera­ 
tion of this proposition at postofflces 
whose gross receipts are a half million 
dollars or more a year. 


The postoffice department has no 
contract for direct mall service be­ 
tween the Pacific coast and the Phil­ 
ippines, mails being carried by govern­ 
ment transports or by steamers to 
Hong-lcong and thence by steamers of 
other countries to Manila. 


"It now seems probable,” says the 
report, “that if this government should 
withdraw its transports, as may be 
done at any time, with the understand­ 
ing that its passenger and fast freight 
traffic together 
with 
the increasing 
volume of its mails, might go to the 
steamship company that would submit 
the most 
satisfactory 
proposal for 
quick and regular service, a favorable 
contract could be secured.

ANOTHER DISASTER TO 


THE BRITISH IS REPORTED, 


B y A s s o c ia te d P re ss. 


London, Nov. 2.—Lord Kitchener has 
reported to the war office a disaster to 
the British near Bethel, eastern Trans­ 
vaal, in which two guns were lost, sev­ 
eral officers killed or wounded and 54 
men were killed and 160 wounded. 


Following is the text of Lord Kitch­ 
ener’s dispatch, dated Pretoria, Novem. 
ber 1: 


“I have just heard of a severe attack 
made on the rear guard of Colonel 
Benson's column when about 20 miles 
northwest 
of 
Bethel, near 
Broken 
Laagte, during a thick mist, 


“The strength of the enemy is re­ 
ported to 
have 
been 
1,000. 
They 
rushed two guns with the rear guard, 
but it is uncertain whether they were 
able to remove them. 


“I fear our casualties were heavy. 
Colonel Benson was wounded but not 
seriously. 
A relieving 
column 
will 
reach him this morning.” 


Later Lord Kitchener telegraphed as 
follows: 


“Colonel Barter, who marched from 
the constabulary line yesterday reached 
Benson’s column early this inornlng 
(Friday) unopposed. 
He reports that 
Colonel Bension died of his wounds. 


‘ The other casualties are the follow­ 
ing: 


“Killed—Colonel Guinness, Major F. 
D. Murray, Captains M. W. Lindsay 
and F. T. Thorould, Lieutenants E. V. 
I. Brooks and R. E. Shepherd and Sec­ 
ond Lieutenant A. J. Corlett. Died of 
his wounds—Captain Eyre Lloyd.” 


Lord Kitchener then gives the names 
of 13 other officers who were wounded, 
most of them seriously, and then an­ 
nounces that 54 non-commissioned offi­ 
cers and men were 
killed and 160 
wounded, adding -that four of the lat­ 
ter have since died of tlieir wounds. 
The dispatch then says: 


“I assume that the two guns have 
been recovered and the enemy lias 
withdrawn, bnt I have no further de- 
tails.'- 


“I deeply regret the loss of Colonel 
Benson and the other officers and inen 
who fell with him.

New York, Nov. 1.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will 
say: 


Although the latest railway returns 
indicate that 
transporting 
facilities 
have greatly improved the nation’s 
business has expanded more rapidly. 
Car shortage has in fact become the 
chief retarding influence. From all sec­ 
tions of the country and many lines 
of industry complaints are heard re­ 
garding the inability to move goods. 
Probably the delay has been most ag­ 
gravated In the case of coal, unseason­ 
able high temperature alone prevent­ 
ing serious inconvenience. Not only are 
domestic requirements enormous, but 
coal Is becoming an important article of 
export, partly owing to labor contro­ 
versies in France and Great Britain 
and also to the British export tax. 
Mild weather affects retail distribution 
to a very marked degree, orders for 
heavy weight goods being cancelled in 
some cases where manufacturers were 
behind with deliveries. That the vol­ 
ume of legitimate business is not be­ 
ing curtailed is evidenced by the in­ 
crease of bank exchanges in New York 
of 6,8 per cent, over last year and 7.22 
per cent, over the same period in 1899. 
In 10 other leading cities the increase 
is striking, 20.16 per cent, over 1900, 
and 9.6 over 1S99. 


Not only are steel mills many months 
behind orders and prompt deliveries 
commanding 
premiums, 
but 
even 
where goods are ready for customers it 
is often impossible to ship because of 
inadequate railway facilities. 
Struc­ 
tural material is urgently sought and 
mild weather prolongs the season for 
buying pipe. Steel rail orders inorease 
and the fancy prices asked for billets 
have brought imports from Germany, 
where industrial depression makes it 
possible to sell at very low figures. Do­ 
mestic quotations do not alter though 
list figures are not considered on de­ 
liveries before the year’s end. Copper

mines. 


Footwear manufacturers have made 
a general advance in prices, restoring 
tho figures of early spring, it is ob­ 
vious that the average rise of 2% cents 
does not cover the enhanced cost of 
material, yet new orders have been ex­ 
tremely light since the change as Job­ 
bers are resisting the natural tendency. 
Textile markets are well sustained. 
Woolen mills have ample orders and 
take large quantities of raw material, 
holding wool prices firm. Cotton goods 
are in brisk request with no evidence of 
excessive stocks.

The complaints of car shortages are 
repeated this week in even greater de 
gree. At best, however, this is only a 
negatively 
unfavorable circumstance 
and is the-best of proof tiiat an enor­ 
mous volume of business is doing 
throughout the country. Unseasonable 
warm weather Is complained of as in­ 
terfering with or checking retail dis­ 
tribution of clothing, shoes and other 
fall and winter goods and dulling the 
usual reassorting demand from Jobbers 
east and west. The holding off of k it­ 
ing frosts at the south (It is now one 
week behind the 
average date) has 
benefited 
the 
crop 
prospects, 
but, 
coupled with immediate receipts has 
Induced a raisins' of estimates 
and 
lowered prices %c for the week. 


Wheat has felt the influence of heavy 
movement of grain at the northwest, 
heavy increases In visible supply In 
Manitoba and rather less critical ad­ 
vices from Argentine. In addition, the 
stories 
of 
dullness 
and 
depression 
in the export business have affected 
trade, though It is to be noted that 
wheat and corn shipments together 
since July 1 are heavier than a year 
ago. 
To smaller export shipments of 
cotton, of ii'on and steel, and to an 
over-supply of new tonnage is probably 
due the depression in ocean freights 
prevalent for months past. Hog prod­ 
ucts are lower, It is claimed, because 
of packers manipulating the hog mar­ 
ket, but the recent high prices appear 
to have chccked consumption. 


Among the staples advancing corn Is 
prominent, though held down slightly by 
wheat. 
A large short interest is said 
to exist in that gratn and wet weather 
and good buying have stimulated prices 
of that product and oats. 


The woolen goods situation is in good 
shape and the manufacturers have 
bought freely, sales at Boston alone 
amounting to 15,000.000 to 20,000,000 
pounds. 
No particular change In iron 
and steel is noted, though the tendency 
of home prices Is stronger, prompt ship­ 
ments In some casps being 10 cents per 
ton premium. 


Talk of advancing steel rails $1 to 
52 per ton for next year's delivery Is 
also heard. Steel billets are scarce at 
Pittsburg and prompt deliveries bring 
$27 to $28. In unfinished products, bar 
iron, sheets, plates and structural ma­ 
terial are in unprecedented demand at 
Chicago. 
A phenomenal demand for 
structural material is noted at P itts­ 
burg. 


Copper maintains its former strength, 
an agreement to restrict production 
being reported among the great inter­ 
ests. 


Wheat, including flour, exports for the 
week aggregate 6,672,868 bushels as 
against 4,952,134 bushels last week and 
3,612,421 bushels In this week last year. 
Wheat exports, July 1 to date (17 
weeks) aggregate 106,729,273 bushels as 
against 62,800,290 bushels last season.

FRANCE HAS SEIZED 


PORTS OF M ITYLENE. 


Paris, Nov. 5.—An official dispatch 
announces the arrival of Admiral Cail- 
liard's squadron this morning at the 
island of Mitylene. 


Following is the dispatch received 
from Admiral Cailliard: 


“Mitylene, Nov. 5, 11:40 a. m.' 
Armored division arrived a t Mitylene.” 


The dispatch does not mention any 
incident 
attending the landing, but 
it seems certain that the French com­ 
mander carried out his instructions 
which were to occupy three ports of 
the island and to seize the customs. 


One cruiser and three torpedo catch, 
ers got separated from tne squadron 
owing to the speed of the latter. The 
dispatch boat 
Mouette, 
which had 
joined the squadron, was sent to meet 
them and to accompany them to M.ty- 
lene. 


Admiral Cailliard’s squadron arrived 
off the island of Syra (Grecian archi­ 
pelago) yesterday and detached a dis­ 
patch boat, which entered the port of 
Syra and received from the telegraph 
station a batch of dispatches contain­ 
ing definite 
instructions from 
the 
French government regarding carrying 
out the sealed 
orders 
which were 
handed to the admiral previous to his 
leaving Toulon. 


The foreign office here has not yet 
received the sultan’s reply to tho note 
presented by M. Baptiste, counselor 
of the French legation a t Constantino­ 
ple, following out the instructions of 
M. Delcasse, the foreign minister, un­ 
der date of November 3.

To know the history of the Louisiana 
Purchase we m ust know the prior history 
of the territory purchased. 
W ho discov­ 
ered and explored this v ast dom ain? W ho 
settled and developed it? W ho exercised 
sovereignty and established political gov­ 
ernm ents over It? are questions to be 
considered and answered. 


The tlrst 
European comm issioned to 
e x e r c i s e any legitim ate authority over 
any p art of this territo ry was the ill- 
fortuned Spanish officer, N arvaez. Pan- 
filo de N arvaez was fourteen when Co­ 
lum bus discovered the W est Indies. 
He 
w as born w here the g reat navigator died 
—lit Valladolid. As second In comm and to 
Velasquez, who had conquered Cuba, he 
wsa sent to supersede the indom itable 
Cortez who had conquered Mexico. Cortez 
gave Ills would-be successor a blind eye 
and incorporated the invading arm y in 
his own. 
The partial blindness of the 
representative of royal au th o rity seem s 
to have characterized all Spaniards since, 
until the clim ax of total blindness was 
reach iu i?00, by the pruuticso uatih- 
fer to France of an em pire larger th an 
th at of Charlem agne. 
F o r his early ex-- 
ploits iu Cuba, the one-eyed hero, Nac-J 
vaez, w as m ade second governor of F lor­ 
ida. w ith authority extending definitely 
beyond the present state of L ouisiana 
and . Indefinitely 
over, all 
the 
forests, 
rivers, sw am ps and savages he could con­ 
quer.- The Indians and alligators came off 
victorious and N arvaez perished m iser­ 
ab ly a t the m outh of the M ississippi in 


essels th at were not seaw orthy.

Four men survived of four hundred and 
thereby hangs a tale of woe and glory. 
These survivors 
were 
the 
first white 
men to cross the M ississippi and the 
A m erican continent. 
Cabeza de Vaca. 
one of the four, who reached Spain by 
way of New Mexico, becam e the his­ 
torian of his own w anderings. Do V aca's 
glowing oral account of the Rio del Oro 
and of w onderful regions and cities, fired 
the am bition of H ernandez De Soto, who 
had gained w ealth and distinction under 
the renowned Pizarro, in the conquest 
of Peru. 
H aving won the hand of his 
chieftain's daughter, De Soto sought and 
obtained the governorship of Cuba. 
He 
proposed to Ills sovereign C harles V„ to 
conquer F lorida a t his own expense. The 
restless, the am bitious, 
the avaricious 
and even the settled ow ners of vineyards 
and olive groves, sold all to follow tho 
Peruvian hero. The nobility and aristoc­ 
racy of Spain m ade a m ad ru sh for gold 
and becam e th e discoverers o f ' the Mis­ 
sissippi. H aving left his wife, the daugh­ 
ter of P izarro, to govern Cuba. Do Soto 
sailed aw ay to his own destruction and 
th a t of five hundred of his followers, 
as If he. were gully m aneuvering in a 
holiday naval parade. 
Chains for cap­ 
tives, and bloodhounds for fleeing abor­ 
igines were p arts of an 'unw ise and im ­ 
perfect equipm ent of the th ird Spanisn 
expedition into the Interior of Florida. 
Landing on the w est coast,’ these high­ 
born adventurers turned tow ards Appal- 
aehee bay; thence w estw ard to Pensacola 
bay. 
A fter W andering over w hat are 
now G eorgia and A labam a, De Soto re­ 
turned to the present site of Jlobile, 
w here he destroyed a large Indian town, 
slaughtering m ore th an 2,000 of its in­ 
habitants. 
P ursuing th e foolish policy 
o f treatin g all Indian tribes as enemies, 
the new governor was in an unending 
conflict w ith his new subjects. 
One he 
ordered b u rn t alive for bluntly declaring 
th at he knew of 110 country w here gold 
abounded. 
Thenceforw ard 
compulsory 
guides m anufactured th e Inform ation de­ 
m anded. 
Then they were throw n to the 
bloodhounds for m isleading the gold hunt­ 
ers. 
R eceiving supplies from Cuba, the 
haughty De Soto, regardless of failure, 
m arched northw est to and across the 
Yazoo river. 
N ear this “rlver^of death” 
their w inter quarters were burned, their 
food, shelter and clothing being wholly 
destroyed. :I t w as while m oving w est­ 
w ard clothed in skins and in m ats m ade 
of rushes and wild ivy, th a t these starv ­ 
ing Dons first beheld the m ajestic -Mis- 
Issippi. Pow ell’s painting of this beggar­ 
ly scene does g reat credit to th a t a rtist’s 
w ealth of invention. The point of discov­ 
ery w as n ear 
the 
3oth 
parallel, 
now 
know n as the lowest ■ C hickasaw Bluff. 
In M ay, 1541, the exploring p a rty crossed 
the R iver of the Holy Ghost, as the 
S paniards first called it, and ascending 
the w est bank and branching off n o rth ­ 
west, reached the upper w aters of the 
W hite river, about 200 m iles from the 
G reat river. 
From the state line of M is­ 
souri, the extrem e northern lim it of De 
Soto’s explorations, the p arty crossed the 
A rkansas to the salt w aters of the W ash­ 
ita, . and descending along th a t stream 
returned to the M ississippi a t the junction 
of Red river. 
Broken down by m alarial 
fevers and disheartened by his inability 
to p enetrate the forests and m arshes of 
the lower M ississippi, De Soto prepared 
for his departure to ¡m other and still 
stran g er world. 
He called his • chiefs 
around him a t the last.h o u r and selected 
Moseosco as his successor. 
H e was first 
burled w ithin the enclosure of th e en­ 
cam pm ent, but later, his follow ers fear­ 
ing th a t ill consequence^ m ight flow from 
th e know ledge of his m ortality and death, 
his body w as heavily weighted and sunk 
a t . m idnight in the d eep . w ater channel 
of w h at seemed to be a g r e a t. fiowing 


sea. 
A fitting burial place tru ly for 
a 
relentless 
chieftain whose 
cruelties 
were revolting, who w as as pitiless and 
m erciless as th e-d ev astatin g to rren ts of 
a river th at destroys babes In their cra­ 
dles and drags children from th eir m oth­ 
e r’s arm s! 
De Soto died M ay 21, 15-12. 
and Moscosco returned by the w ay of 
T exas and Mexico to Spain w ith less 
th an one-third of the gay naval expedi­ 
tion th a t set out from H avana. 


Joliet and1 M arquette. 


More th an a century and a quarter 
had elapsed from the tim e when the h alf­ 
starved Spaniards fled from the lower 
M ississippi to th e year when th e F rench­ 
men, Joliet and M arquette, appeared upon 
its upper w aters. 
These experienced ex­ 
plorers .w ith a p arty of seven, startin g 
from M ackinaw in two birch canoes, a s­ 
cended Fox river and connected by a 
narrow portage w ith the upper W iscon­ 
sin. 
F loating down the latter, the beauty 
of the shores of which having Impressed 
them m uch, they entered the F ath er of 
W aters on the cu rren t of the W isconsin, 
Jim p 17. 1*7?. 
Thoy descended th e G reat 
river for 
thousand miles. 
Exploring, 
they 
seem ed 
m uch 
im pressed 
by the 
^ftjghtful 
appearance 
of 
th e m onsters 
pointed in red, blue and green colors, 
tlijLt disfigured certain h igh, cliffs below 
the m outh of th e Illinois. 'P u rsu in g the 
hum ane policy of kindness and frankness, 
the chiefs of the Illinois Indians .received 
Joliet and M arquette in th eir native and 
naked dignity, sm oking the. calum et of 
peace, and declaring w ith Inborn grace, 
th a t th eir presence “m ade the river more 
calm , th e sky m ore serene and the earth 
m ore beautiful.” They passed the lonely 
forest th a t covered th e slie«of the busy 
and opulent city of St. Louis and luter 
saw on their left th e stream to which 
the Iroquois had given th e nam e of the 
Ohio or B eautiful river. 
The whole of 
the name and p arts of th e river re­ 
m ained beautiful. 
H aving successfully 
explored the M ississippi to the A rkansas, 
some 600 m iles from its m outh, tho dis­ 
coverer accom plished a perilous b u t safe 
return, having been absent from civiliza­ 
tion ju st four m onths. 


Joliet, although tho son of a Quebec 
wagon m aker, w as an enterprising trad ­ 
er, a brave, keen eyed explorer and an 
honorable mun. 
U nfortunately, for his 
fam e and fortune he lost in the Lachine 
R apids on his return,, w ithin sight of 
home, his papers containing*; the history 
of his discoveries. Indian relics,: in short, 
everything but life. 


P ere M arquette w a s-b o rn In the pic­ 
turesque cathedral tow n 
of Laon 
in 
F rance. 
A Jesuit w ithout guile, he was 
the spiritual guide and life of the expedi­ 
tion. As self-denying a soul as ever gave 
up life for hum anity and-G od, he passed 
to his eternal rew ard In May. i«75. ob­ 
serving all the rights of his church and 
m urm uring th e nam es of Jesu s and M ary, 
while calm ly expiring In the solitude of 
the wilderness. A y ear later the O ttaw as, 
am ong whom the pious and loving m is­ 
sionary had long labored, tenderly bore 
his rem ains In a casket of birch from 
near the prom ontory of Sleeping Bear, 
w here they rested, to the sacred church 
of Saint Ignace. 
As they approached 
the m ission in 30 canoes, trad ers 
and 
m issionaries thronged the shores looking 
on the strange spectacle in m ute and 
reverential awe. 
To this day it is said 
th a t 
storm -tossed 
m ariners 
on 
Lake 
M ichigan In the “ our of d arkest and m ost 
dreadful-peril, Invoke on their knees the 
prayerful- intercession of the sainted M ar­ 
quette. 
This- C hristian m arty r has been 
honored by a noble statu e In the A m er­ 
ican P anthenon a t our national capital, 
contributed by W isconsin. 


Cavalier De La Salle. 


The g reatest of the early explorers can­ 
not be followed through his northern lake 
and C anadian successes and failures; his 
quarrels w ith the Jesu its and his other 
distressing tribulation's. 
It is en o u g h .to 
know, th a t his m erits-w on the confidence 
ajid unvarying support of Count.' Fron- 
tenac, th e ablest of all, th e early. French 
governors and th a t th e illustrious Col­ 
b ert and the worldly-wise L ouis XIV . 
were the chief prom oters of "his far- 
reaching discoveries. Born of good fam ­ 
ily In Rouen, he cam e to C anada a t 23, 
w ith a.splendid physique, an excellent ed.- 
ucatlon, 
high 
ideals 
and 
high 
am bi­ 
tion. 
A m ong 
tl>e, fru its 
of 
a 
first 
voyage 
w as 
the exploration 
of L ake 
Ontario, 
the 
d isco v ery ' of 
th e 
Illi­ 
nois river, and a visit to the Ohio river 
and to the present.sito of Chicago. From 
tho second expedition resulted the first 
sig h t and. first description of N iagara 
falls 
by 
F a th er H ennepin, one of La 
Salle’s p a rty : the building of th e Grlffln 
in 1679, on N iag ara river; th e explora­ 
tion of th e lakes as fa r a s D etroit in 
this first of all lake-built vessels; the 
trav ersin g of the upper lakes and pene­ 
tra tio n .o f the interior of the Illinois coun­ 
try , w here -Fort Creve Couer w as built, 
and the Intrepid explorer’s final trium ph 
over all obstacles and enemies In reach­ 
ing the M ississippi and descending tho 
R iver Illinois. 
L a Salle tolls us th at he 
wns detained a t the m outh of the Illinois 
for tw elve days, by floating lee; th at 
In F ebruary. 1682, he found him self m ov­ 
ing down the m ighty current of the R iver 
Colbert as he 
nam ed it, ‘ m ade more 
m lg)lty by the m uddy, m ad-rushing M is­ 
souri; th at the country hetw een-the lat­ 
ter. riycr ujid. the Ohio, lie declares in 


sim plest French w as beautiful; th at gam e 
abounded near w here we know De Soto 
crossed; th at th e savages were hostile 
betw een the m outh of the A rkansas and 
Junction of Red river, and th at early 
In April, the p arting forks of the w onder­ 
ful river w ere before th eir eyes. 
On 
April 9, 16S2, L a Salle and bis then faith ­ 
ful followers, having passed out through 
th e th ree channels of the M ississippi Into 
the Gulf of Mexico, effected a joint land­ 
ing, and there planting the holy cross, 
proclaim ed the divinity of their religion 
and the sovereignty of their country, 
“In the nam e of the m ost high, m ighty 
invincible and victorious Prince Louis the 
G reat, by tho G race of God K ing of 
F rance 
and of N av arre." 
Shouts of 
‘‘Long Live the K ing” and three volleys 
of m usketry confirmed an acquisition or 
g ran t of stupendous though unm easured 
m agnitude, to Louis NIV ., the then m ost 
powerful m onarch in th e world. The suc­ 
cessful explorer nam ed the whole vast 
region extending to C anada and to the 
great, trib u tary northw est, Louisiana, in 
honor of its new sovereign. 


In 1684, the ever-friendly Frontenac h av­ 
ing been recalled, and th e large-m inded 
Colbert having died, th e indom itable L a 
Salle betook him self to th e. C ourt of 
V ersailles, w here his significant services, 
his w orth, w eight and dignity of c h ar­ 
acter secured a favorable response to his 
praisew orthy petition and lofty prayer. 
T he m inister of m arine and colonies, Seig- 
nelay. the son of Colbert, agreed to fit 
out an expedition to proceed by sea to the 
m outh of the M ississippi, for no less 
grand a purpose th an to lay the founda­ 
tion of a g reat em pire. 
Tho resolute Lit 
Salle purposed to establish a fort and 
a 
colony, 60 
leagues above the m outh 
of the g reat river from which the French 
could control the settlem ent of a conti­ 
nent and eventually drive the Spaniards 
from Mexico. H e w as given four vessels 
to be com m anded "w hile a t sea” by B eau- 
jeu, a captain o f.th e navy, who w as so 
consum ed w ith conceit; th a t the cease­ 
less recognition of his own im portance 
appeared m ore essential to him th an the 
success of the expedition. 
T hrough the 
incapacity or the deception of Beaujuu, 
the colonists w ere landed a t M etagorda 
bay,

The 
m artinet of the royal navy hastily re ­ 
tu rn ed to France, tak in g w h at w as m ost 
useful to the colonists w ith him. 
The 
abandoned settlers w ere reduced to des­ 
p erate straits. 
L a Salle and his. colony 
while suffering from m alarial fevers, from 
lack of food, and from all the perils and 
p rivations of tho w ilderness, resolved in 
M arch, 16S7, as a last hope to seek succor 
from the rem ote outposts near the n o rth ­ 
ern lakes. Some progress had been m ade 
in this dangerous direction, when a h u n t­ 
ers quarrel, resulting in the killing of 
M orenger, L a Salle's nephew, precipitated 
a conspiracy which ended in the assassin ­ 
ation of the intrepid leader of the ex­ 
pedition. 


H ere on the banks of the placid T rinity 
river, beyond the restra in ts of civiliza­ 
tion, a w retch nam ed L archuesque lures 
under the guns of D uhaut and Liotot, tw o 
m ore despicable m iscreants lying in w ait 
in the reeds, th e unsuspecting survivor 
of a thousand perils and storm s; tw'o 
shots ring out in the dead silence of the 
w ilderness and the dauntless discoverer 
drops speechless a t the call of death! 
W h at a scene for some im yiortal lim ner! 
The stern, flushed face of L a Salle, still 
Illum inated w ith th e light of a unique no­ 
bility: the faithful friar, A nastase, stan d ­ 
ing appalled a t the enorm ity of the crim e 
perpetrated before his eyes and the three 
m iserable m urderers exulting over and 
Insulting the unconscious victim of their 
abhorrent treachery. 
Jf any statu e Is to 
be erected to any of the earlier discoverers 
of the broad dom ain em braced in the 
L ouisiana Purchase, th a t honor is due 
to tho fearless L a Salle. H is w as th e first 
broad m ind to grasp the grandeur of the

reluctance to appear in any w ay con­ 
spicuous is apparent to everyone wno 
has m ade h er acquaintance. 
She pre­ 
fers to be regarded sim ply as the m is­ 
tress of Skibo castle, or 0 W est B’tfty- 
flrst street, rath er than a person of any 
public interest. 
An E nglishm an who, 
visited Mr. and Mrs. Carnegie a t Skibo, 
in Scotland, la st sum m er, said of Mrs. 
C arnegie: 
“I found her a cnarining, 
vivacious, clever woman, and a model 
hostess 
who 
seem ed 
studiously to 
avoid doing or saying anything; th a t 
m ight appear to be in any w ay in ter­ 


estin g to the outside world. A story is 
told 
illustrative of the devotion 
in 
w hich the “iron m aster” holds his wife: 
A little custom w hich Mrs. oarnegie 
adopts a t h er dinner parties is to put 
in to a sm all silk bag slips of paper 
b earing th e nam es of all ladies present. 
T hen Just before dinner is announced 
she carries th e bag round to ail th e 
m ale guests and each 'dips’ for his 
p artn er a t table. One evening Mr. C ar­ 
negie ‘drew ’ his wife. 
H is uoyish de­ 
lig h t w as im m ense. 
H olding th e slip 
of paper so th a t all the com pany could 
see th e nam e inscribed theron, he play­ 
fully invited th e men to m ake bids for 
it and th e honor of ‘taking dow n’ Mrs. 
Carnegie. 
P resently he grew serious. 
“T he offer is w ithdraw n,” he said. *vly 
luck is too precious.’

m ay be m entioned as one of Mrs. C ar­ 
n egie's favorite pastim es. 
T he m is­ 
tre ss of Skibo Is about 20 years the 
ju n io r of h er husband.

Importance of the New York Election. 


N ew Y ork city now raises and ex­ 
pends m ore th a n $100,000,000 a year. 
T hus. its m unicipal affairs are of stu ­ 
pendous m agnitude. Its position as th e 
A m erican m etropolis 
becom es ■ m ore 


firmly established every year. 
It has 
on hand g reat undertakings in th e con­ 
struction of the rapid tra n sit system , 
th e building of new bridges, and m any 
o ther enterprises. 
The expenditure of 
Mr. C arnegie’s m illions fo r public li­ 
b raries will soon begin. School accom ­ 
m odations do n o t nearly suffice for the 
children of the city, and g reat exten­ 
sions are required a t once. 
T hus the 
kind of w ork th a t th is v ast m unicipal 
corporation has to carry on is of vital 
im portance to m illions of people, and 
th ere is no m an in th e U nited S tates 
who could possibly th in k him self too 
g reat or too im p o rtan t to d irect it. Y et 
during th e p ast four y ears th e head of 
th is w ork has been a m an of whom the 
New York B ar association officially de­ 
clared la st m onth th a t he w as unfit to 
hold th e judicial 
position fo r wnich 
Tam m any has now 
nom inated h,m. 
The direction of th is v ast m unicipal 
corporation w ill be a congenial- ta sk 
fo r Mr. Low, because his 
m ind 
and 
h ea rt are enlisted in th e w ork of m ak­ 
ing th e g reat m etropolis th e nest pos­ 
sible place for th e men, wom en and 
children who live in it. 
On m any ac­ 
counts th is New Y ork election is th e 
m ost im portant one th u s fa r in the 
h istory of city governm ent in th e Unit- 
icd S tates.— (From “T he P rogress of 
th e W orld." in the A m erican M onthly 
Review of Review s for Novem ber. 


Th« organization is strictly m ilitary. 
In each tow n w here th ere arc 100 
m en th ere is a “superior chief,” w ith 
the rank of colonel. 
U nder him. and 
appointed by him, are as m any "prin­ 
cipal chiefs,'’ w ith the rank of lieu- 
tenant-colonel, as may be considered 
necessary. 
These in 
tu rn 
appoint 
"partial chiefs,” w ith the rank of m a­ 
jor. 
The ‘ partial chiefs” are in di­ 
rect contact w ith the cabezas tcap­ 
tain s), who are directly charged w ith 
the recruiting of men and supplies. 
T his system accounts fully for the im ­ 
m ense num ber 
of 
Filipino officers. 
Enough officers have been killed and 
captured to supply half th e arm ies of 
Europe, and still the crop seem s as 
large as ever. 


In th is hierarchy it is usual tu a t 
only those who are directly associat­ 
ed to g eth er by rank and dun es are 
known to one another as active m em ­ 
bers of th e society. 
Thus, each chief 
I know s all his subordinate officers and 
I is know n by them ; but he is n o t nec- 
! essarily know n by his m en. 
These 
j know only th eir captains and lieuten- 
I ants. 
Thus, th e chances of b etrayal 
! are m inim ized and its effects are lo- 
i calized. 
T here are secret signs in 
j the various grades by w hich m em bers 
1 of th a t grade m ay m ake them selves 
know n to one an o th er o r to subordi­ 
nates. 
B ut th ese are used only in 
case of necessity. 


The principal duties o? m em bers of 
th e society are to report to the chiefs 
all events in th e ir respective locali­ 
ties; to rep o rt all natives suspected 
of lack of zeal or of fidelity to the so­ 
ciety; to contribute a t stated in ter­ 
vals, o r w hen called upon in em erg­ 
ency, rice, money, corn, fish, cloth, 
or personal service to th e full extent 
of th e ir ability; to obey in stan tly and 
w ithout question any and every com­ 
m and th a t m ay be given by any chief 
of th e society; to stand ready to sacri­ 
fice a t an in sta n t’s notice, property, 
fam ily, and even life, for th e society; 
and, finally, to tak e th e field as guer­ 
rillas a t any tim e w hen called upon 
by th e im m ediate chief. 


E ach m em ber of the society tak es 
a m ost solem n and binding oath of 
secrecy and obedience on being adm it­ 
ted as an active m em ber. 
H e sw ears 
to obey all .orders of th e society, and 
all orders of any chief of th e society, 
w ithout question, even 
though sdeh 
o rder resu lt in his own death; 
Haeh 


signs this 
oath before the 
whole society, or the chief, in blood 
from 
his 
ow n veins, devoting Me. 
property, and fam ily to the interests 
of th e society, and subjecting him­ 
self, fam ily and relatives to the most 
horrible penalties in case of treason 
to it. 


These penalties are not vague or im­ 
aginary. 
They are enforced w ith ibe 
m ost rigid severity. They are so fear­ 
ful, and the oath is so solemn and 
binding, th a t very few natives have 
yet betrayed th e secrets o f th e kati- 
punan. 
T he Tay-Tay 
murder case, 
w here seven m en w ere buried alive, 
w as only th e execution of a lo t of sus­ 
pects by o rd er of a K atipunan chief. In 
the province of Pangasinan. the whole 
Agno valley w as terrorized for m onthi 
by the secret assassinations of th is s» 
ciety. 
Seven men, in one case, wer» 
executed a t a signal tim e by order ot 
th e chiefs C laveria and valdez. 
Near 
San Pablo, a chief called Banaag is 
reported to have buried m en alive «0 
to th e neck and left them thus to dt» 
for refusal to tak e th e field as Suer' 
rillas w hen called upon. 
Other case« 
of sim ilar infliction of the death pen­ 
alty have been reported from all par'3 
of th e islands. 
Such examples ma»« 
th e penalties of th is society more tep 
rible th a n any form of law or justic« 
know n 
to occidental peoples. Tnej 
also m ake th e K aiipunan oath so ter 
rible th a t no o ath taken subsequent!} 
has an y binding force. 
To the nath* 
m ind, both th e K atipunan oath ana 
any subsequent oath, before 
a c>vl* 
m ag istrate are equally imposed upon 
him by force. 
T he one threatens lu® 


w ith a lig h t term of 
imprisonment, 
the o th er w ith a horrible and ineyt ■ 
ble death. 
T he natives are not g>'e“ 
a choice—th ey have been comP,eJ n 
to tak e th e K atipunan oath. 
a chief desires to organize or reorgan­ 
ize in a given locality, he 
g°es 
secretly w ith a few riflemen, cail9 . 
m eeting, using force w hen necessar , 
adm in isters th e oath of m em b ers» . .

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THE SCHLEY INQUIRY. 


•IiA T E V E R th e form al findings of tho Schley 
court of inquiry may bo, one thing is settled, 
and th a t Is th a t tho testim ony has given an 
entirely new version lo the history of the 
battle of Santiago. F rom the effusions which w ere issued 
shortly afte r tha£ b attlo the public w as led to believe th a t 
"F ighting Bob” E v ans and other captains w ere the ones 
who in reality fou g ht th e battle, w hile Schley and C lark 
and Cook w ere endeavoring to run away. 
The te sti­ 
mony before th e co u rt of inquiry has rudely shattered sev­ 
eral of th ese self-constructed idols. 
The testim ony is 
quite unanim ous in dem onstrating th a t the real battle 
was fought by th e B rooklyn and Oregon alone, and that 
th e o th er ships w ere n o t close enough to oven get a whiff 
of the pow der-laden air. 


S hortly afte r th e b attle of Santiago the C entury M aga­ 
zine contained articles as to how th e battle was won, 
from the pen of C aptain Evans, C aptain Chadwick and 
other captains "w ho w ere not there,” but nothing em an­ 
ated from tho pen of C aptain Clark or A dm iral Schley, 
who in reality w ere th ere. 


The following from th e Chicago Tribune is an excel­ 
lent review of th e form er history of the battle of San­ 
tiago and th a t furn ished by the rccent testim ony in the 
court of inquiry: 


Now, th re e y ears afte r tho event, the real his­ 
tory of th e b attle of Santiago is w ritten for the 
first tim e by “th e m en who w ere there.” 
W hat 
an am aaing th in g! T he new history differs totally 
from th e testim ony of ‘‘the men who were not 
there,” and w ho m agnified their own services, 
w hile some of th e m spewed out their venom on 
tho real fighters of th e battle. 
The ‘‘men who 
w ere not th e re ” w rote their articles and printed 
th eir interview s to m ake it appear th a t they 
w ere “there o r th e re a b o u ts;” and th at being in 
th e neighborhood they naturally did som ething 
im portant. 
T hese m en w ere trying to promote 
th eir own glory and could not. do it w ithout 
seeking to d iscred it and disgrace Admiral Schley. 
They began th e w ork im m ediately after the vic­ 
tory and th ey have kept it 
up persistently 
until now. 


If it had n o t bean for this investigation, whi<-h 
Adm iral Schley w as forced to call for, that Iv 
m ight set him self rig h t before his country men. 
the tru e histo ry of the battle of Santiago prob­ 
ably never w ould have been w ritten. 
For these 
false stories w ere supported by false charts. 
The 
w rong man m ig ht forever have posed as a great 
hero, shooting off S panish bows and sterns, and 
raking ships fo re and aft, if no one had taken 
the trouble to co n trad ict him. ajjd dem onstrate 
th a t during m o st of tho fight ‘ he w as not there.'' 
But rank partisanship, conspiracy, malice, envy, 
and hatred have been of no avail, and ju stic e 
has been done a t last. 


The real h isto ry of the battle m ay be .stated 
in a few w ords. 
The original plan, conceived 
by Sampson, w as to m eet the Spanish ships as 
th ey cam e out and sink them at the mouth of 
the harbor. 
T h o 'p la n failed. 
The only Spanish 
vessel sunk in 
tjiis 
m anner was the 'M aria 
Teresa, and it w as hit so many tim es that no­ 
body has been able to say who hit it hardest 
or oftenest. 
Tho others, all sw ift cruisers, nearly 
got aw ay from ou r slow, heavy battleships, and 
would have done so altogether but fo r the B ro o k ­ 
lyn and Oregon, w hich followed them , ran them 
down, and san k them one after the other. 
The 
Texas could keop in sight of the two, but was 
not near enough to be an active participant. 
It 
only did w h at it could and th a t w as little. 
The 
others w ere “n o t in it.” 


Three days of th e most unfair, m alignant, 
and 
b itter cross-exam ination ever allowed in 
any court, conducted by an angry, m alevolent 
judge advocate, assisted by partisan lawyers in 
the background, and backed up by tho navy de­ 
partm ent still fu rth e r in the rear, failed to 
w eaken this new testim ony. 
It is clear, th ere­ 
fore, th a t tho b attle of Santiago was, in the 
m ain, not fought by th e north A tlantic and the 
flying squadrons, b u t by the Brooklyn and Oregon, 
w ith some assistan ce from the Texas and much 
good work by W ainw right’s gallant little ship. 
The only real connection of the squadrons with 
th e battle w as th e alm ost instant destruction of 
th e M aria T eresa, in which all the ships united. 
A fter th a t th e real b attle began and the Brook­ 
lyn and O regon fought It to a finish alone. 
The 
G loucester's sin k in g of the torpedo boats was a 
splendid fight of its own—a sort of side show 
to the m ain spectacle. 


‘‘The m en w ho w ere there'' have exercised 
wonderful self-control. 
They have shown the 
sam e sp irit th a t anim ated Admiral Schley in his 
fine statem en t, “T here is glory enough for us 
all.” 
They h av e been m odest in the relation 
of the real h isto ry of th e battle. T heir narratives 
agree a t ail points. 
Rigid cross-exam ination has 
failed to sh ak e th e ir statem ents, which will 
• 
stand as th e real history of the battle. “The men 
who w ere th e re ” hav e shown them selves as mod­ 
est as they a re b rav e; w hile “the m en who w ere 
not th e re” h av e in a few instances reflected no 
honor on the A m erican navy. W hatever else m ay 
be th e outcom e of th e ’ court of inquiry, it has 
been of th e h ig h e st im portance to th e correct­ 
ness of history. 


The P ittsb u rg D espatch review ing the testim ony pre­ 
sented to th e co u rt of inquiry contains the following 
pertin en t statem en t: 


T he only p o in t upon w hich th e departm ent 
sought to fix a dereliction w as in th e m atter of 
a w ritten plan of b attle. 
The absurdity of seek­ 
ing to find fa u lt w ith a victorious com m ander 
because he had n o t won th e b attle upon a type­ 
w ritten schedule m ust have appealed forcibly to 
A dm iral Dew ey. 
It is not on record th a t a 
m enu of a tta c k w as furnished th e ships’ captains 
during th a t h a lf hour interm ission for break­ 
fast in M anila bay. 


The m ost com plete rebuke to the enem ies of A dm iral 
Schley was given in tw o paragraphs of his testim ony the 
la st day he w as ou th e w itness stand. 
The Brooklyn, 
he testified, w as th e only ship carrying 5-inch guns. 
“A 
record of the h its received by the enem y showed th a t 
SC per cent, of th e h its scored by th e A m erican fleet 
cam e from th e g uns of th e Brooklyn. 
The B rooklyn 
received 30 of th e 42 h its from the Spanish fleet, or 
about 70 p er cent.” ’ 


The whole controversy w ith reference to A dm iral 
Schley w as brought ab o u t by Crow ninshield’s policy of 
prom oting Sam pson over the head of senior officers, and 
vesting him •with com m and of th e A tlantic squadron in 
place of those w ho had fairly won th e position in th e ir 


country’s service. 
H aving taken th a t false step, and 
Sam pson having been unfortunate enough n o t to be pres­ 
en t a t. th e b attle of Santiago, it becam e necessary for 
the C row ninshield clique to m ake a hero out of him 
w hether he w as really one or not. 
To do th is involved 
the destruction of A dm iral Schley as a prelim inary step. 
Sam pson is really not responsible for the contem ptible 
acts done by those around him or even under him. 


It is dem onstrated now beyond question th a t the dis­ 
patch of Ju ly 3, in w hich Sam pson claim ed credit for 
the victory, w as sent by one of his secretaries w ithout 
having been previously subm itted to him. It also appears 
th a t th e M aclay history, in w hich A dm iral Schley was 
called a cow ard and a caitiff, w as never review ed by 
Sam pson, but on the contrary he took th e m anuscript 
containing 
the p art referring to Schley and 
read it 
through hastily, and then threw it in th e w aste basket, 
declaring th a t such stuff w as false. 
It w as rescued from 
that hum ble position by another officious secretary and 
w as returned to M aclay apparently w ith the approval of 
A dm iral Sampson. 


T he Sam pson-Schlcy controversy dem onstrates th a t 
w hatever jealousies m ay exist betw een men in other pro­ 
fessions or w alks of life, th a t now here is th ere any such 
rancor or sp irit of ch a ra cte r assassination as exists 
am ong som e of the naval officials now in th e em ploy of 
the governm ent. 


The whole controversy has been discreditable to the 
A m erican nation, and it is a source of gratification to 
every patriotic citizen to know th a t th e sm all souls which 
inspired the attack upon Schley have been u tterly routed 
and put to flight, and th a t his bravery and devotion to 
his country stand out w ith renew ed glory upon the pages 
of our history.

DR. SLOCUM’S VACATION.

H E ANNOUNCEM ENT th a t after 13 years of 
continuous and arduous labor as president of 
Colorado college Dr. Slocum is to be given a 
year's leave of absence has brought anew to 
the minds of m any the rem arkable grow th of th e in stitu ­ 
tion under his leadership. 
The student body of less than 
25 has grow n to more than five hundred. The one building 
has become 11. w ith still another, the larg est and finest 
of all, in procoss of oroction. 
Tho value o? the collcgc 
property has Increased from less than ?1Q0,000 to about 
$1,000,000. 
The four or five of the faculty have become 
36. 
The m eager intellectual opportunities have been en­ 
larged until now they com pare favorably w ith those of­ 
fered in m uch better endowed institutions. 
Tho student 
life has developed and become m ore diversified and at 
the sam e tim e more intense. 
It m ay be safely said that 
there are few institutions in the country w here college 
spirit and college loyalty are m ore earnest. 


No one who knows the life of tho college a t all Inti­ 
m ately will for a m om ent doubt th a t in all th is w onderful 
developm ent Dr. Slocum has been the dom inant, the pre­ 
dom inant influence. 
It has been brought about by the 
wisdom of his adm inistrative judgm ent and th e inspira­ 
tion of his leadership in every d ep a rtm en t 
The financial 
succcss of his adm inistration has been rem arked far and 
wide, but it should never be forgotten th a t m en of w ealth 
have given to the college so generously because they have 
come to believe in it so thoroughly, to understand its 
am bitions, iis possibilities and its attainm ents. 
The 
money has come to the institution because of its intel­ 
lectual and m oral standards, and because of the way in 
which these standards have been worked out in th e actual 
life of the college. 
These standards have been the presi­ 
dent's, and he it is also who has been the im pelling force 
which has realized them . And this in ternal developm ent 
has been possible because tho president is him self a 
teacher. 
Every class w hich passes out from under his 
instruction testifies to the thoroughness and the vitality 
of his philosophical work. 
He has been able to aw aken 
many a young mind to the deeper realities of life, and to 
guide it safely past the intellectual dangers incident to the 
period of young m anhood and w omanhood. 
Everyw here 
his moral force has been felt. 
The chapel talk s which 
have been so effective in the life of the Institution have 
been only one expression of the vital m oral influence 
which lie has constantly exerted. 


W e do not wish in any way to m inim ize the w ork of 
those whom Dr. Slocum has gathered about him, but we 
are sure they would unite w ith us in saying th a t it is to 
Dr. Slocum th a t Colorado Springs and Colorado owe Colo­ 
rado college as it now is—to Dr. Slocum as an able 
financier but even more as a w ise and inspiring leader and 
teacher. 
W e rejoice th a t he Is to have the opportunity to 
take his w ell-earned rest, and w hen his leave of absence 
is over we shall welcome him back w ith g reat heartiness 
to his work in the institution of which we are so proud, 
of the future of which even the m ost optim istic of us 
will hardly dare to predict. 


DEATH OF F. H. MORLEY.

T IS TH E «¡ad duty of the G azette this m orning to 
announce the death of another well-known business 
man of Colorado Springs. It is ju st a w eek ago that 
we announced the death of Mr. Lawton. 
Now it is 
Frederick H. Morley. of the well-known firm of Shields, 
Morley & Co. 
Mr. M orley’s death was quite as unex­ 
pected as w as th a t of Mr. Lawton. 
He left here only a 
few days ago to consult a specialist in Philadelphia, and 
it was only on S aturday th a t his friends w ere Informed 
th a t he was seriously ill. 


Mr. M orley w as a son of a w ealthy citizen of Cleve­ 
land, Ohio, and was for som e years a prom inent business 
man of th a t place. 
About a dozen years ago his health 
failed and he cam e to Colorado Springs. 
The clim ate 
benefited him im m ediately and ho soon engaged in busi­ 
ness. W ith E. F. W elles and others he organized a large 
carriage repository, but in a sh o rt tim e w ithdrew from 
th a t and w ith John G. Shields, W. H. Sanford and others 
purchased the, w holesale 'grocery business of the late 
H enry C. Lowe. 
They organized the Shields-M orley gro­ 
cery house, and have built the business up to its present 
splendid proportions. 


Mr. M orley was an energetic business men, respected 
by all who know him .. He w as genial and com panionable 
and had a very large circle of friends. 
H e and his wife 
have been leaders in the best social life of th e city, using 
the word best in its broadest sense—cultivated, genial 
and kindly. 


In tho stirrin g decade since Cripple C reek becam e an 
active in terest in the affairs of the city, Mr. Morley has 
had a conspicuous part. 
As a director of the F irst 
N ational bank, as a m em ber of the board of directors of 
the m ining exchange, and as an officer in various m ining 
com panies, Mr. M orley has had much to do w ith the 
upbuilding of the city. 
H is m em ory will alw ays be 
treasured by all who knew him, and the sym pathy of 
the com m unity goes out to the wife and son who are 
left to m ourn him.

H E N EW YORK PR E SS is favorable to congres- 
sional action th a t w ill resu lt in a n ational irrig a­ 
tion schem e. 
The question is ono th a t is evi­ 
dently com ing' to th e fro n t and w ill no doubt 
nave th e favor of th e president. 
T he P ress com m ents 
as follows in a late issue of th e paper.' 


R eports from W ashington sta te th a t a num ber 
of w estern senators and m em bers of th e house 
have agreed to com bine fo r action in favor of 
governm ent appropriations for irrig atin g purposes 
in th e ir respective states and to defeat tho riv er 
and harbor bill unless an appropriation for irrig a­ 
tion is m ade a p art .of th a t m easure. S enator D u­ 
bois of Idaho is nam ed as auth o rity for the sta te ­ 
m ent th a t tho senators and rep resen tativ es of 
California, Idaho, W yoming, M ontana, U tah, the 
D akotas, N ebraska, Colorado and N evada have 
joined in the m ovem ent. A ccording to the Idaho 
senator, as reported, th e proposition will be to 
devote the receipts from the various land offices, 
in excess of expenses, to the construction of res­ 
ervoirs and canals by the governm ent and th en to 
use all the m oney obtained from selling reclaim ed 
lands to extend th e system of irrigation. 
It is 
expected to in thi3 w ay secure from congress an 
appropriation for irrig atin g 100,000,000 acres in 
th e west. 


W hether or not there is such an u n derstand­ 
ing betw een w estern congressm en as reported, 
th ere is no doubt th a t th e w est w as never m ore 
earn est than it is a t th is tim e in th e purpose to 
secure national aid for th e prom otion of irrigation, 
so th a t it can confidently be said th a t w estern 
representatives will m ake a m ost determ ined ef­ 
fo rt to accom plish this. 
W estern sentim ent is 
practically unanim ous th a t th e tim e has come 
w hen th e governm ent should tak e hold of this 
m ost im portant m atter and inaugurate a policy 
th a t will assure the steady reclam ation of the 
arid lands, th e necessity fo r w hich is grow ing 
m ore urgent from year to year. 
The fact is 
fully recognized th a t it is a large undertaking, 
th a t it involves a g reat expenditure of money, 
but it is im possible to doubt th a t the results wiii 
m any tim es repay th e cost. 
L et it be assum ed 
th a t the reclam ation of 100,000,000 acres of arid 
lands would cost $260,000,000, or- even a larg er 
sum, every acre of land reclaim ed would be 
w orth a t least $50, so th a t we should have an in­ 
crease in th e w ealth of th e country in land alone, 
w ithout im provem ents, of $5,000,000,000 by th e 
expenditure upon the p art of the governm ent of 
$200,000,000 and wo would have a country opened 
up for the surplus population of the ea st and th e 
m iddle w estern states. 
It is a g reat practical 
question, in w hich the w elfare n o t of the w est 
alone but of the whole country is involved. 


N ear the close of th e la st session of congress 
a bill w as introduced by R epresentative New- 
lands of N evada to provide for the disposal of 
the arid public lands and to authorize th e con­ 
struction of reservoirs for the storage of w ater 
and other necessary irrigation w orks for arid- 
land 
reclam ation. 
This 
m easure, w hich will 
doubtless come before th e Fifty-second congress, 
m et w ith very general approval from th e advo­ 
cates of irrigation and will probably have th e ir 
support if again introduced. 
As we have h ereto­ 
fore said in regard to this question, it is certain 
th a t only tho general governm ent can provide 
the m eans and exercise th e auth o rity needed for 
th e successful establishm ent * and m aintenance 
of the general system th a t w ill be necessary for 
the conservation of the w ater needed to ditrry on 
the irrigation of the v ast a rea now lyjtfg idle, 
and if it be adm itted th a t it is tho rjgjit and 
duty of th e governm ent to do th is therj§ is no 
sound or sufficient reason w hy th is m ogf im por­ 
ta n t w ork should not be begun as soon as possible. 


A LARGER NAVAL ESTABLISHMENT. 


Bourko Cockran got a hard fall from his horse the 
o ther day, but it did not ja r him half as hard as will 
th e political new s next Tuesday morning. 
It is up to 
th e distinguished D em ocratic D em osthenes to w rite a 
book, “C andidates N ot Elected Y»hom I H ave Supported.” 
In th e list w ill be th e late Wm. J. Bryan, S eth Low three 
y ears ago, w hile the picture of Mr. S hepard will m ake a 
good frontispiece.

ECRETARY LONG has before him the recom m en­ 
dation of the board of nav al construction th a t 
40 m ore vessels of various kinds be constructed. 


T hat appears large, bu t probably the- naval board 
nas in consideration the principle th a t by asking fo r a 
g reat deal they will get som ething from congress. 
T e rri­ 
torial expansion and a grow ing com m erce a re forcing us 
to a larger naval establishm ent, as U ncle Sam m u st be 
prepared to take care of his possessions. 


O ur navy yards have been equipped for the construc­ 
tion and repair of ships, but a t p resen t they a re not 
doing it, the w ork being given to th e private shipyards. 
W e do not know w hy th a t is the custom , b u t it seem s un­ 
wise th a t the,governm ent yards lie idle and priv ate con­ 
cerns do the work. 
It is probably a m atter of economy, b u t even if the 
governm ent never takes a vessel into one of its own 
shipyards, no one can doubt th e wisdom of m aintaining 
them . They force the ow ners of p rivate shipyards to deal 
fairly w ith the governm ent, and prevent a com bination 
to avoid com petition. 
Some of th e p rivate owner® have 
advocated that. 
It is evident th a t we are going to have a stronger and 
bigger navy and w ithout m uch of th e opposition th a t once 
greeted every suggestion of th a t kind. 
T he next thing 
is to train enough officers to m an th e vessels. 


ANOTHER VIEW OF GLADSTONE. 


LADSTONE so long dom inated E nglish public life 
th a t th e younger generations got to look upon 
him as infallible, and w ithout m uch exam ination 
we have been w ont to speak of him as th e g reat­ 
est of statesm en. 
T here are those who doubt very m uch 
if G ladstone's rule w as beneficent to his country. 
The 
Portland O regonian discussed th e dead statesm an in an 
editorial la st Sunday i:i an in terestin g way. 
It said: 


Mr. John M orley, in his eulogy of G ladstone a t 
M anchester on T hursday last, said th a t he "m is­ 
read th e civil w ar in common With n early all th e 
leading statesm en of the tim e.” 
D israeli, Glad­ 
stone’s great rival, did not m isread it; n eith er 
did John B right, or the duko of Argyle, or R ichard 
Cobden, or Sir George Cornw all Lewis, or Chief 
Justice Coleridge, or P rince A lbert, o r Goldwin 
Sm ith, or Thom as H ughes. 
T he reason w hy 
G ladstone m isread our civil w ar w as th a t his 
father, Sir John Gladstone, w as a slaveholder, and 
G ladstone him self spoke ag ain st em ancipation 
in th e W est Indies a t a tim e w hen M acaulay both 
spoke and w rote in its favor. H ow ever, th e seri­ 
ous blunder of G ladstone’s career w as n o t his 
sym pathy w ith Jefferson Davis, of w hom h e said 
th a t “he had founded an em pire,” b u t his com plete 
destruction of the g reat L iberal p arty by his un­ 
com prom ising advocacy of hom e rule for Ireland. 
T he result of this action w as th e secession of 
a large and influential portion of th e L iberal p arty 
to th e C onservative or Tory party, led by Lord 
Salisbury. 
The accession of th e se L ib erals h as 
enabled the C onservatives ever since tp .ru l* 
. 


G reat B ritain, and from p resen t appearances th e 
C onservative o r S alisbury p arty is likely to re ­ 
m ain in pow er fo r m any y ears to come. 
* The Irish hom e rule group continues to flock by 
itself; it has n ev er had a leader of an y brains 
since th e fall of P arn ell; it continues to belabor 
England w ith w indy invective and savage vitup­ 
eration a t every opportunity, b u t only am uses 
England and doesn’t help Ireland. 
A n equally 
serious blunder p erp etrated by G ladstone w as 
his pro-Boer policy of 1S81, w hich m erely post­ 
poned but could n o t prev en t th e p resen t w ar in 
South A frica. 
T he leniency of G ladstone afte^ 
M ajuba H ill sim ply enabled K rueger and his 
associates to organize a form idable m ilitary re­ 
sistance. 
Lord R oberts, w ith 
12,000 B ritish 
troops, had ju s t arrived a t th e Cape, read y to 
m arch ag ain st th e T ran sv aal Republic, w hich a t 
th a t d ate had no hope of assistan ce from th e 
O range F ree S tate. The B oers could a t th a t tim e 
have been easily crushed, as th ey had no money, 
no large supply of arm s and am m unition. 
B ut 
G ladstone, irf contem pt of th e w arning of Lord 
Derby, threw his opportunity aw ay, m ade peace 
with th e victorious B oers on th e ir own term s, 
and w as responsible fo r th e legacy of a terrib le 
w ar th a t he le ft G reat B ritain, w hich w as only 
possible because G ladstone gave K rueger 15 years 
to arm th e T ransvaal and O range F ree S tate for 
th e fig h t 
G ladstone's rev ersal of D israeli’s pol­ 
icy in India has been equally expensive. 


A ltogether, it is safe to say th a t G ladstone's 
fam e as a statesm an is fading. 
T he one g reat 
act of his long career w as his disestablishm ent 
of th e Irish church in 1868. 
H is genius w as for 
o ratory and debate ra th e r th a n for executive 
statesm anship. 
N either in his foreign n o r his 
dom estic policy does G ladstone’s statesm anship 
endure th e te st of tim e. 
H e is Justly charged 
w ith having destroyed his p arty w hen he becam e 
th e uncom prom ising advocate of hom e rule for 
Ireland. A g reat orator, a v ersatile scholar, Glad­ 
stone w as certainly not a g reat statesm an from 
th e English point of view, for his policy in prac­ 
tice w eakened ra th e r th a n stren g th en ed th e of­ 
fensive and defensive pow er of th e B ritish em ­ 
pire. 
The terrible B oer w ar of 1|99 w as hatched 
from tho serpent egg of G ladstone’s pro-Boer 
policy of 1881. 


Wle can see today th a t m en of high intelli­ 
gence and philanthropy, like P rofessors H uxley 
and Tyndall, like John B right, correctly m eas­ 
ured G ladstone w hen th ey predicted failure and 
evil consequences from h is foreign and dom estic 
policy. H e w as a high churchm an in religion, but 
in politics he w as an opportunist, alm ost a politi­ 
cal Jesuit. A Tory and an advocate of church and 
state in his youth; in m atu re m anhood a “Peel- 
ite ” ; in 1868 opposed to church and state in 
Ireland, but standing fast by it for G reat B ritain; 
a b itter adversary of P arn ell and then his ally— 
hie success w as due to his genius fo r oratory and 
dobate. and so his statesm an sh ip does n o t stand 
the te st of tim e. BefoTe his final retirem en t from 
politics he had prom ised W ales d isestablishm ent 
of th e church, and had he been 20 years younger, 
we should probably have seen th is high A nglican 
in religion logically driven into advocacy of com­ 
plete d isestablishm ent of church and state in 
G reat B ritain.

Sm ith, and so g reat is th e dem and upon them 
th a t they are able to accom m odate only a p a rt of th e 
young w om en who apply fo r adm ission. 
W ith som e of 
th e schools it is necegsary to m ake application tw o years 
ahead- 


All of th ese institutions are ea st of th e A llegheny 
m ountains, w hile th e w estern country, teem ing w ith a 
prosperous people and grow ing citics, has no adequate 
school of th e class. 
T here are 
m any 
co-educatlonal 
schools scattered throughout th e w estern country—too 
m any, som e think—b u t no w om an’s college w orthy th e 
nam e. A g re a t m any paren ts believe in th e sep arate edu­ 
cation of th e sexes. 


M any people th in k th a t th ere are too m any “fresh ­ 
w ater” colleges now, and th a t effort should be directed 
tow ards consolidation, th u s m aking a t le a st one g reat 
in stitu tio n of learning in th e R ocky M ountain region. 
Be th a t as it may, an opportunity ju s t now p resen ts itself 
th a t w ill insure a college fo r w om en in th is sta te / The 
B ap tists have the m a tte r in charge and are trying to 
locate such a college a t M ontclair, th e beautiful D enver 
suburb. They have a t th a t point 20 acres of land on w hich is 
a handsom e building of stone unfinished costing some 
$38,000., and capable of accom m odating, w hen com pleted. 
100 pupils. 
A conservative estim ate of th e value of this 
property places It at $50,000. 
A gainst it lies a m ortgage 
of $14,000, w ith accum ulated in terest am ounting to $4,000, 
and unpaid taxes to the am ount of $2,000. 
A donation of 
$6,000 w ill be m ade by the holder of the m ortgage, if 
before th e first of January, 1902, the debt is paid. 
T hat 
is to say, th e sum of $12,000, or thereabouts, if raised by 
Jan u ary 1, 1902, will release th e property from its m ort­ 
gage deb t of $18,000, principal and in terest, and if in 
addition, w ithin a reasonable tim e th ereafter, $20,000 can 
be obtained to equip the building for use, th e taxes due 
will be rem itted. The sum of $35,000 in to tal will, th e re­ 
fore, if secured in the near future, open a school and put 
the B ap tists of Colorado in a position w here they can 
com m and th e beginning of a college of th e hig h est rank 
for th e education of young wom en. 
Once a school is 
opened «which would be th e beginning of th e realization 
of th e high ideal, larg er bequests and consequent build­ 
ings and equipm ent are sure to come. 


It w ill be seen th a t th e tim e is very sh o rt in w hich to 
act, and th ey have appealed to all those w ho are friendly 
to the m ovem ent to come forw ard w ith subscriptions. 
Dr. E dw ard B ralslin is the president of the board of tru s­ 
tees, and Dr. R. T. M acNeill, fath er of C. M. M acNeill of 
th is city, is th e financial secretary. 
R equests for infor­ 
m ation regarding th e project, o r subscriptions, m ay be 
sen t to th e financial secretary. 


U ndoubtedly a w orthy in stitution of th is kind would 
be w ell w orth establishing in th is state. 
H ere n ature 
nas provided an attractiv e region in th e cen ter of the 
territo ry sought to be benefited by th e school. 
T he con­ 
ditions seem to favor th e project, and if th e people so 
w ill it they can m ake it a success. 
The first th in g is to 
get th e m oney necessary to m aking a sta rt and th e rest 
will depend upon m anagem ent. It is a g reat am bition, th is 
hope to equal one of th e schools nam ed—b u t why not?

The Social Season. 


The official program of recaptions and 
dinners to be given a t the W hite house 
during the season of 1902 has been pro­ 
m ulgated by the secretary to the presi­ 
dent, George B. Cortelyou. 
The pro­ 
gram is notable for the fact th a t it is 
dated from "The W hite House." 
F o r­ 
m erly all invitations and announce­ 
m ents w ere issued from “The Executive 
M ansion.” 
The official soolal season 
is one of the briefest on record. 
The 
eight traditional receptions and dinners 
are included in the m onth of January, 
beginning w)th the New Y ear's recep­ 
tion and concluding w ith the arm y and 
navy reception on Jan u ary 30. The other 
receptions are the diplomatic on Ja n u ­ 
ary 7, the judicial on Jan u ary 17 and the 
congressional on Jan u ary 2S. The three 
state dinners will be given on January 
2, 9 and IS, when the guests of honor 
will be consecutively the cabinet, the 
diplom atic corps and the members of 
the suprem e court. There is no official 
announcem ent of the public reception 
which is always scheduled for Shrove 
Tuesday. 
The reason of this omission 
is th a t Mrs. Roosevelt intends giving 
three public receptions during Decem­ 
ber, as hitherto unofficially announced, 
on the 14th, 21st and 28th. She will also 
resum e S aturday public receptions d u r­ 
ing the post-Lenten season. The Inten­ 
tion is on Shrove Tuesday to give a 
grand cotillion in honor of Miss Alice 
Roosevelt, whose 18th birthdav occurs 
on F ebruary S.—(N. Y. Press. 


R oosevelt’s S o u th ern Policy. 


Regardless of mere p arty considera­ 
tions, President Roosevelt has deter­ 
mined to apply to the south his prin ­ 
ciple th a t the first consideration In ap ­ 
pointing men to office m ust be their 
personal fitness, and the second m ust 
be their reasonable acceptability to the 
people of the neighborhood w here their 
functions are to be performed. 
The 
first opportunity th a t presented itself 
for the exemplification of this principle 
w as in Alabama. 
A vacancy had oc­ 
curred through the death of a United 
States district judge. 
Although 
the 
judiciary should be kept as much as 
possible from mere p arty associations, 
it has been the general rule for presi­ 
dents to fill vacancies on the federal 
bench w ith men belonging to their own 
political party. 
There 
were 
several 
Republican candidates for the vacant 
A labam a judgeship, the m ost prom i­ 
nent of whom w as the d istrict atto r­ 
ney. Mr. Roosevelt, however, appoint­ 
ed a D emocratic ex-governor, the Hon. 
Thom as G. Jonss. 
Mr. Jones is not 
a m an o f thé extrem e partisan type, 
and he has 
Shown 
him self 
broad­ 
minded and ju st in his attitu d e tow ard 
the education of the colored race an d In 
his stern opposition to lynching. I t is 
understood tha.t 'Mr. Booker T. W ash­ 
ington, Who. (s thè moat prom inent col­ 
ored Republican of the south, neartlly 
concurred in the selection of ex-Gover- 
nor Jones. 
A lthough the appointm ent 
w as displeasing to certain organized 
groups of Republican politicians, there 
is am ple reason for saying th a t it im ­ 
mensely strengthened the 
real 
and 
perm anent interests of the Republican 
p arty in thè soiitb. It does not mean, 
of course, th a t P resident Roosevelt in­ 
tends to ignore existing adherents of 
the Republican p arty in the Carolinas, 
Georgia and the gulf states; but he wH4 
consult local sentim ent and will not 
appoint Republicans who do not com­ 
m and confidence and respect in their 
neighborhoods 
irrespective of 
p arty 
consideration. In answ er to those R e­ 
publicans who say th a t this method 
will destroy the Republican p arty as 
now organized in the south, the reply 
m ight be made th a t perhaps destruc­ 
tion of the existing R epublican organi­ 
zation, a t least in some southern states, 
is the only possible m eans by which a 
real and influential Republican organi­ 
zation can be started . Doubtless, Mr. 
Roosevelt sees w ith perfect clearness 
the effect 
th a t his 
southern 
policy 
m ight conceivably have upon his fu ­ 
ture political 
fortunes. 
If he were 
m erely planning to capture the presi­ 
dential 
nomination 
in 1904, 
nothing 
would be easier than for him to m ake 
southern appointm ents in such a w ay 
as to secure for him self the entire m ass 
of southern Republican delegates. And 
it is, of course, not impossible th a t the 
course he has decided to pursue m ay 
alienate 
the 
southern 
delegations, 
which, accordingly, m ay be purchased 
once and again in behalf of presidential 
candidates w ith long purses—as, every­ 
body knows, h as happened 
in 
times 
past. 
B u t considerations of this kind 
will not keep Mr. Roosevelt from do­ 
ing w h at he believes to be his duty to 
the south, and, in the long run, to the 
Republican party. 
Since 
there 
wa.«j 
unanim ous agreem ent upon 
Mr. Mc­ 
K inley’s renom ination there 
was, 
of 
course, no struggle over the control of 
the southern delegates 
in 
their 
last 
national convention, 
and there w ere 
no pledges to be kept as to appoint­ 
ments. 
Mr. M cKinley’s hands were 
free, and if he had lived his policy in 
southern 
appointm ents 
would 
have 
been shown to be 
not unlike 
th a t 
which Mr. Roosevelt is pursuing. Thus, 
the new president is not departing es­ 
sentially from the principle Mr. Mc­ 
K inley had adopted, notably ii> South 
Carolina and Louisiana, and to some 
extent in other states.—(From

if all case.*), both city and county ctisei--, 
ind will pro rate the expense on the 
lasls of the cost of maintenance of tho 
to.spltal. The county agree.« to purchase 
:he pe.“t wagon, cots, bedding, clothing, 
llshes, etc., now owned by the city. The 
lealth commission of Colorado Springs 
¡t lo supervise the care ot the city's 
■iatients. 
This is praclically the basis on which 
he city cared for tho county cases last 
•ear and- i.s considered very fair. The 
oiinty w an ts, a five-year contract with 
t'li city (jn this basi.'i, ^and while there 
va<i !>omo slight, he.’ltatlon about such a | 
oijg period, the health commlssiloii and !

Rather 
than suiter exclusion from the Ameri- 
can market the Cubans would- prefer 
full annexation, with 
the necessary 
sequel of free trade. Against the ad . 
mission of Cuban sugar on especially 
favorable terms will be found arrayed

gium's constitution Is the sole execu- 
tive—that Important and urgent meas- 
ures awaited his signature, only to 
learn that he was away on a journey of 
pleasure with companions of shady rep- 
utation. At one time, after he had been 
absent for weeks, he was finally locat- 
ed In Geneva, where he had Indulged In 
a prolonged debauch with a friend more 
to his liking than the venerable coun- 
cilors of Belgium. 


Yet sorrow has marked the king of 


Belgium, for Us own, and the charitably 
Inclined are prone to ascribe his erratic 
behavior to desperation engendered by 
repeated misfortunes. He lost his only 
son and heir by death, and the heir 
apparent today Is his nephew. Prince 
Albert o£ Flanders, who was married a 
year ago to the Bavarian Duchess Eliz- 
abeth. Another, and his favorite neph- 
ow. was killed In a quarrel; his second 
daughter, tho Princess Stephanie, was 
married to Crown Prince Rudolph of 
Austria, who died BO mysteriously a 
few years ago; his eldest daughter, 
Louise, ran away from her husband 
with another man as companion; Clem- 
entina, the youngest and his darling, 
.nearly perished In the fire that destroy- 
ed a portion of his palace <at Laeken, 
and she -has felt so humiliated on ac- 
count of her father's conduct that she 
threatens to'retire to a convent. And 
yet the gay old king, brother to crazy 
Cartotta, maintains his hitherto Invin- 
cible attitude of defiance, presenting a 
bold, front to fate and all the world. 
He In called a handsome man even now, 
with MB tall, erect form, his serious, 
strong face, with Us set sneer so re- 
pellent to men, -but so fascinating to 
women. His verve and dash, his dcmo- 
cratlo simplicity of manner, his np- 
proachablehess, his kindness of heart, 
his loye.of flowers and nature, his en- 
Oo,uragement of art and struggling gen- 
lua and his consideration for the wel- 
fare, of his subjects—having already 
deeded all hlstreal estate to hla coun- 
try and promised to make It his heir- 
all these qualities have endeared King 
Leopold to hla people, despite his 
known fallings In the way of dissipa- 
tion. 
.As a scion of tho German Saxo-Co- 
burgs, he Is allied to nearly all the 
thrones of Europe, being a cousin of 
King Edward of England, As a grand- 
son ot Louis Philippe of Franca he In- 
herited great wealth, much of which he 
has spent In Improving his kingdom 
and promoting his empire of tho Kon- 
go. H£ is sixty-six years old, but "acts 
IJlta sixty.." He likes to travel and may 
yet extend his Journeys to this country; 
but • meanwhile, should Leopold not 
come and should any one desire to 
make his acquaintance, he Is more like- 
ly to be found In gay Par|s than In 
Brussels, for" It Is "only a step" to the 
brilliant French capital, and he likes 
the spclety he finds there.

Weaker 
effects were notpd in a far larger area 
outsldu IlieKii iniiln reglanu of dlaturh- 
ance and Inuluillng all the western'part 
of tho Island, mi that tho total land 
urea affected \v;is about 21,000 squarn 
mites. As H la prubablc that an equally 
large area of llu: sen lloor was disturb- 
ed, it Is suppuHuil that tho movements 
extended with greater or less Intensity 
through tho rucks, cuvorlng an area ot 
about 40,000 squiiro milcB. or more than 
twice the arpii of Xiuv York state. Tho 
land Burfupn alfectuil \vns a little larger 
than this mate. Itciklavlk. the capital 
and chief town, was In tho region ot 
least disturbance, and practically no 
dumnge was done there. 


If these eattluiuakcs had occurred In 
•iv very populous land with high 
rumen and largo cities, tho destruction 
>t' II fo would huvo been very grea't. 
Mil In Iceland the danger Is lessened 
by the peculiar lypo of buildings char- 
acteristic of the country. The village 
consists of small and low houses, tho 
Inner walla made oC wood, while tho 
outor walls ami voof uvo oC wavm grass 
I hatch, a great protection against tho 
winter cold. Stono houses arc built In 
considerable mini bora In tha larger 
towns, but they uvo very dangerous, 
for they are likely to become heaps of 
rains Immediately when assaulted by 
such terrlllu sliuc-ks as those of 1800. 
Wooden houses iisu.'illy hold together 
until their ouuijiahlH' have time to get 
out of thorn. /This lu the reason why 
tho loss of life IK.very small, though a 
great number'-of buildings woro Uo- 
stroycd or badly damaged. 


Out of a total of 4,WO dwelling houses 


and 5,739 stables In the regions most se- 
verely shaken 17 per cent wero wholly 
destroyed, and mont of tho remainder 
wore severely damaged. Tho calamity 
was Indeed a terrible one to tho poqv 
farmers, herders and fishermen who 
comprise nearly nil the population of 
Iceland, hut fortunately their heavy 
material losses wero their severest af- 
fliction. 
While many received blight 


wqunus, few were badly Injured, and 
only four were lilllod outright. Nearly 
all the cattle and sheep were In tha 
meadows, and HO only nine cowa and 
twenty sheep were killed. If the earth- 
quakes had occurred In winter, when 
the animals wore In the stables, thou- 
sands of them would have perished. 


Tho earthquakes had a remarkable 


Influence upon nmny mineral springs 
and geysers. New ones came to light, 
and others were apparently blotted out 
of existence. On the night of Sept. 6-6 
a new geyser, amid the most deafening 
noise, suddenly mnile Itself manifest by 
an outburst of water, steam and stones 
that were shot MO feet Into the air. Its 
force rapidly subsided, and In a fow 
days tho ebullition was only twelve to 
sixteen feet nbovi; Die surface, A year 
later tho basin It hud formed had a 
length of 65 fcot. nml a breadth of 80 
feet and was MIIciI with clear hot wa- 
ter. 
The renowned Strokkur geyser, 


which came Into action at the time ot 
the great earthquake In 1789, suddenly 
suspended all activity in the earthquake 
period of 189C, nnd a year later Its basin 
was full of tepid water. Still later, 
however, It rogaliii'd its power, and at 
last accounts hud frequent periods of 
violent outbursts, throwing water to a 
great height. Tliu hot Hpring ut Bin- 
kup»tungar, which merely boiled beforci 
thu earthquake, now throws Its water' 
from twenty-live to thlrty-Ilvo feet In 
the air. Many cnltl springs and wells 
Underwent great changes, old ones din- 
appearing and new ones being formed. 


As lu usual In luoland. the earth- 


quakes began In lli<; east, and tho move- 
ment was toward the svest. The volca- 
noes Hecla, Kiilta uml Eyjafjallajokull 
were completely passive during and 
after the earthquake periods. 


The southern lowland where these dis- 


turbances originated la an area of sub- 
sidence, Steep mountain slopes form 
the boundary between the highland and 
the low plain. Dr. Thoroddsen says the 
probability Is thut this boundary line 
extends deep into the earth as a line of 
breakage In the rocks. 
The earth- 


quakes In the plain, probably caused 
by breakages ami sllpplngs among the 
deep seated rocks under the plain, do 
not send their earth waves among the 
mountains of the interior, for .tho 
spreading of these waves to the high- 
lands Is Interrupted by deep lying crev- 
asses and dislocations In thu I'oeKs. but 
tho tremendous jar caused by theno 
subterranean movements Is felt far and 
wide, so that the effects of a severs 
earthquake extend over a large part of 
tho island.

larRe meridian photometer, or tele- 
scope light measurer, at Cambridge. In 
thle way a standard was obtained in 
accordance with which U was possible 
to change the 10 punctuation marks 
and combinations of punctuation marks 
which Hersehel had employed Into 
numerical equivalents: and In this form, 
available for use everywhere, the en- 
tire series of observations, published 
and unpublished, was btpught out in 
the Harvard Annals. As a whole, U 
was found that there bad been practi- 
cally no chnngre In the magnitudes, or 
"brightness," of the stars since Her- 
schels day. The accuracy attaching to 
the work of the earlier astronomer, 
moreover, Was surprising. He had been 
at least CO years ahead of his time, his 
observations not being equaled until the 
tlmn of Argclandev. 
But It would 
doubtless have surprised. Herschel. who 
probably regarded. the^Anierfca of his 
day In much the same 'tvay'that we look 
upon Alaska and the Klondike, to know 
that bis photometric work, as it Is 
called, would be valuable to future as- 
tronomers only as It had been first pubT 
llshed and reduced a century later by 
an American observatory. 
Next In Interest to the Hersehel pa- 
pers, perhaps, conies the publication of 
the observations of variable stars made 
by Argelantler nt Bonn. These, so far 
as they had been'. accessible In print, 
covered a period from 183$ to 1867. In 
the same year that Professoi' Pickering 
visited Colllnwocd he went also to Ger- 
muny.'whare he learned from Professor 
SchoenfeJd, Argclander's pupil and suc- 
cessor,

at a conference of astronomers. "Wher- 
ever the manuscript was blind, the 
place ivas noted, and at Vienna the 
American and the German astronomer 
collaborated in working out the mean- 
Ing. Professor Schoenfeld knowing Ar- 
gelander's rather difficult handwriting 
better than anybody else, from his long 
and Intimate association with him. The 
manuscript, It was found, contained 
4,000 comparisons of stars extending 
from April 2, I860, to May 10, 1872, As 
In the case of Hersehel the observa- 
tions, whether published or unpub- 
lished, were mere records, but the whole 
series was carefully reduced and ana- 
lyzed, and published In the Annals in 
the terms of the Harvard photometry.

The 
wrong man might" forever have posed as a great 
hero, shooting off-Spanish bow's and sterns, and 
raking ships fore and aft, if no one had taken 
the trouble to contradict him,.and demonstrate 
that during moot of tho fight "he was not there."

It also appears 
that 'the Macla'y history, in which Admiral Schley was 
called* a coward and a caitiff, was never reviewed by 
Sampson, but on. tho contrary he took the manuscript 
containing tbe part referring to Schley and read it 
through hastily, and then threw it in the waste basket, 
declaring that such stuff was false. It was rescued from 
that bumble position by another officious secretary and 
was returned to Maclay apparently with the approval of 
Admiral Sampson. 


The Sampson-Schley controversy demonstrates that 


whatever jealousies may exist between men in other pro-

The whole controversy has been discreditable to tbe 


American nation, and it is a source of gratification to 
every patriotic citizen to know that the small souls which 
Inspired the attack upon Schley have been utterly routed 
and put to flight, and that bis bravery and devotion to 
his country stand out with renewed glory upon the pages 
of our history.

The one building 
has become 11, with still another, tbe largest and finest 
ot all, In process of erection. The value of the college 
property has Increased from less than $100,000 to about 
$1,000,000. The,-tour or five ot the faculty:have becom'e 
36, The inqager Intellectual opportunities have been en- 
larged until now they compare favorably with those of- 
fered In much better endowed Institutions. The student 
life-has. developed and become more diversified and at 
the same/time more intense.' It may be safely said that 
there are few institutions In the country where college 
spirit and college loyalty are more earnest. 


No one who knows the life ot the college at all Inti- 


mately will for a moment doubt that in all this wonderful 
development Dr. Slocura has been the dominant, the pre- 
dominant Influence. It has been brought about by tbe 
wisdom of bis administrative judgment and the inspira- 
tion ot his leadership in every department The financial 
success of- his administration haa been remarked far and 
wide, but it should never be forgotten that men of wealth 
have given to tbe college so generously because they have 
come to believe ID it so thoroughly, to understand its 
ambitions, its possibilities and its attainments.

Reports from "Washington state that a number 


of western'-senators and'members of the house 
have agreed to combine for action in tavdr of 
government appropriations for irrigating purposes 
In their respective stated and to defeat the river 
and harbor bill unless an appropriation (or irriga- 
tion is made a part jot that meaaiirc. Senator Du- 
bols'of .Idaho is named as authority tor the state- 
ment that the senators, and. representatives of 
California, Idaho, Wyoming, Montana, Utah, the 
Dakotas, Nebraska, Colorado and Nevada have 
Joined in the movement,- According to the Idaho 
senator, as reported, the proposition will be to 
devote the receipts from the various land offices, 
in excess of expenses, to the construction of res- 
ervoirs and canals by the government and then to 
use all the money obtained from selling reclaimed 
lands to extend the system of irrigation. It Is 
expected to in this way secure-from congress an 
appropriation for irrigating 100,000,000 acres in 
the west. 


Whether or not there is aucb' an understand- 


ing between western congressmen as reported, 
there is no doubt that the west was never more 
earnest than it is at this.time in the purpose to • 
secure national aid tor the promotion of Irrigation, 
so that it can confidently, be .said that western 
representatives will mafce a most determined ef- 
fort to accomplish this. Western sentiment is 
practically unanimous that the-time has come 
when the government should take hold of this 
most Important matter an'd Inaugurate a, policy 
that will assure the steady reclamation <5f the 
arid lands, the necessity for which Is. growing 
more urgent from year, to year. The tapt is 
fully recognized that it Is a .large undertaking, 
that it involves a great .expenditure ot money, 
out It is impossible to doubt that the results will 
many times repay the.cost."' Let U he .assumed 
that the reclamation 'of 100,090,000 acres of, arid 
lands would cost 1300,000.000, or even a larger 
sum, every acre of land reclaimed would, be 
•worth at leant $50, go that w» should have-an In- 
crease in the wealth of the country in land'alone, 
without Improvements, of,. $1,000,000,000 ;by the 
expenditure upon the part of the government of 
$200,000,000 and we would have a country opened 
up for the surplus population of the east and the 
middle western states. :lt .Is a great practical 
question, in which the .welfare; not ot the west 
alone but of the whole country Is Involved.

A LARGER NAVAL ESTABLISHMENT.

EORETARY LONG has befori him the recommen- 


dation of the board of naval construction that 
40 more vessels ot various kinds Vfe constructed.. 
That appears large, but probably th^naval board 


has in consideration the principle that by asking for a 
great deal they will get something from congress. Terri- 
torial expansion and a growing comiherce are forcing us 
to a larger naval establishment, as Uncle Sam must-be 
prepared to take care of his possessions. 


Ouv navy yards have been equipped for the construc- 


tion and repair of ships, but at 'present they are not 
doing it, the work being given to the private shipyards. 
We do not know why that is the custom, but it seems un- 
wise that the^overnment yards lie' Idle and private con- 
cerns do the work. 


It is probably a matter-of economy, but even if the 


government never takes a vessel Into one of Its own 
shipyards, no one can doubt the wisdom of maintaining 
them. They force the owners of private shipyards to deal 
fairly with the government, and ,p*revent a combination 
to avoid competition, Some of the private owners have 
advocated that.

The leniency of Gladstone after, 
Majuba Bill simply enabled Krneger and his 
associates to organise a formidable military re- 
sistance. -Lord Roberts, with 
12,000 British 


troops, had Just arrived at the Cape, ready to 
march against the Transvaal Republic, which at 
that date had no-hope of assistance from the 
Orange Tree State. The Boers could at that time 
have been easily crushed, as they had no money, 
no large supply of arms and ammunition. But 
Gladstone, irf contempt of the'warning of Lord 
Derby, threw his opportunity away, made peace 
with the victorious Boers on their own terms, 
and .was responsible for the -legacy of a terrible 
war that he left Great Britain, which was only 
possible because Gladstone gave Kraeger IB years 
to arm the Transvaal and Orange Free State for 
the'nght Gladstone's reversal of Disraeli's pol- 
icy in India has been equally expensive. 


Altogether, it is safe to say that Gladstone's 


fame &s a statesman is fading. ; The one great 
act o£ his long career was bis disestablishment 
of the Irish church In ISfiS. His genius was for 
oratory and debate rather than for executive 
statesmanship. Neither in his foreign nor his 
domestic policy does Gladstone's statesmanship 
endure the.test of time. He Is Justly charged 
•w|th having destroyed his party when ha became 
the uncompromising advocate of home rule for 
Ireland. A groat orator, a versatile scholar, Glad- 
stone was certainly not *> cmt statesman from 
the English point of view, fox 
1 Ma policy in prac- 


tice weakened rather than strengthened the of- 
fensive and defensive-power of the British em- 
pire. The terrible Bper war oj i»98,wga hatched 
from tha serpent egg of Gladstone's pro-Boer 
policy of U81,

Wfe c»n see today that men of high intelli- 


gence and philanthropy, like Professors Huxley 
and Tyndall, like John'Bright, correctly mean- 
wjed Gladstone when they predicted failure and 
evil consequences from his foreign, and domestic 
policy. He was a high chttr'eb,»»n. In religion, but 
Iq politics he was an opportunist, almost a politi- 
cal Jesuit. A Tory »nfl an advocate of church and 
state In his youth; in mature manhood a "Feel- 
He"; in 18«8 opposed to church anjl state in 
Ireland, but standing fast by it for Great Britain; 
a bitter adversary ot Parnell and then his ally— 
his success wag due to bis genius for oratory and 
debate, and so his statesmanship does npt stand 
the test of time. Before his final retirement Jrotn 
politics he had promised Wales disestablishment 
of the church, and had he been 20 years younger, 
we should probably have seen this high Anglican 
In religion logically driven Into advocacy of com- 
plete disestablishment of church and state in 
Great Britain.

Be that as it may, an opportunity just now presents itself 
that will Insure a college for wojaea in *bls state/ Tbe 
Baptists have the matter in charge and are trying to 
locate such a college at Montolalr, the beautltul Denver, 
suburb. They have at that point 20 acres ot land on which is 
a handBOBie building ot stone unfinished costing some 
$38,00^ and capable of accommodating, when completed, 
100 pupils. A conservative estimate of the value of this, 
property places it at $50,000. Against it lies a mortgage 
ot »U,OOQ, with accumulated Interest amounting to 14,000, 
and unpaid taxes to tbp amount of $2,000. A donation ot. 
»S,000 -will be made by the bolder of the mortgage, if 
before the first of January, 1908, tbe debt is paid. That 
is to aayvthe sum oE $12,000, or thereabouts, it raised by 
January 1, 1902, will release the property from its mart-, 
gage d«bt ot $18,000, principal and interest, and it in 
addition, within a reasonable time thereafter, $20,000 can 
be obtained to equip the building for use, the- taxes due 
will be remitted, Tbo sum of $35,000 in total will, there- 
fore, if secured in tbe .near future, open a school and put 
the Baptists of Colorado in a position where they can 
command the beginning ot a'college ol the highest ranlj 
for the education of young women. Once a school la 
opened "which would be the beginning of tb,e realization 
of the high ideal, larger bequests and consequent build- 
ings and equipment are sure to come,

Mr. TV. E. ToutS, the pioneer oil 


driller in California, a most competent 
oil eapert and thoroughly practical 
hualness man, was In the city yesterday 
the guest of Mr:-A. S. Munson, presi- 
dent of the Munson 'Investment com- 
pany. This company. It will be remem- 
bered, has large Interests In the great 
Su'rrset district in California where,-on 
th« ground of the Colorado and Cali- 
fornia company,^ two large producing 
wells have been brought in." 


Starting in the biFbuifness in ^Penn- 
sylvania in the '60s, Mr, Tbule moved 
out to California In '77, continuing his 
oil operations. Therefore he has the oil 
business at hls-'flnger"tlps; and is thor- 
oughly familiar with the commercial as 
well;as the practical side of Iftoflay. 
He" scoffs at the bug-a-boo of alleged 
over-production and states that one of 
the very best things which can happen 
to promote and further the Interests of 
the great oil Industry^would be for sev- 
eral states outside.of /California to pro- 
duce Iarge,.quantltlesr0f .oil on a profit- 
able commercial basis. "I gm glad to 
see,", said he,. "the large quantities of 
oil being produced in Texas; also the 
growing Interest in the oil business In 
this state as the certainty of a steady 
production In Texas and Colorado as 
well as In California, means that it 
can be used by the giieat railroad sys- 
,tems;as well as by'the manufacturing 
industries "much more.'generally, and, 
consequently, much more economically 
than'.were the oil prodiiced onlyln-Caa- 
fornla and In the eastern states. Were 
oil obtainable only In California and 
In the,east It'would.tnean that-lt must 
be shipped to~otheripo!nts. i Nowdf It 
can-be used practically at the point of 
production, as Is'now the case of coal 
all-aloiiB the-railroad systems, Its use 
would become quite general as It has so 
many advantages over coal fuel. The 
discovery of oil In large quantities in 
Colorado as well'as In' Texas and'Cali- 
fornia will be of great benefit to all 
three states. I have:visited the Flor- 
ence oil field and flnd that It Is an ex- 
cellent one.." 


Referring to the fear, so frequently 


expressed, that there Is Imminent dan- 
ger of over-production in California, 
:Mr. Ypule stated that; in his Judgment, 
such a.condition Is Impossible for; vari- 
ous reasons/among them;bejng the fact 
that the use of petroleum for fuel In 
California is practically not yet begun.

of a glut and Insure the producer at 
all times a fair profit on his output be- 
cause of a steady demand which no 
condition can Impair."

In-speaking of-tKe. Sunset oil field, 
California, he said: 


"During my eleven years' experience 


In the district 'I have • drilled • 35 -wells 
with more or less' success. We have 
never had any success on the southeast 
end and south portion of the 'anti- 
cline, ] although some J150.000 has been 
expended In sections 19 and 20.
